A news item in your Issue of Feb- 
ruary 14th, is headed "Sore on the 
New Pike," and goes on to state that 
a suit has been filed to recover mon- 
ey paid eat hjr certain dticens to 

macadamize a four mile stretch of 
the Pembroke Tobacco Road, or, get 
the road boilt according to contract. 

Sore on it? Certainly. And why 
should they not be sore, when they 
have been bumping over it ever since 
the boulders, of which it is largely 
w e t r uet e d , were tidaly scattered 
over it. Yes they are sore, because 
they have lost heart from watching 
the boulders and cobblestones slowly 
butsureijr sink into the ooze that 
eoa a tl tu tsa the road bed. Truly itis 
a veritable "Slough of Despond." It 
is high time for the citizens of Chris- 
tian county to i)e sore of the condi- 
tion of the roads. It would be a se- 
rious reflection on their inlelligence 
were it otherwise. 

The manner ojt using the road fund 
of this eonaty is anticjbated. ineffi- 
cient, (ntole.'abte an<| unpopular. 
The people are tired of it. Smearing 
athinla^erof rock varying in size 
from a blackeyedpeato a peck meas- 
ure on the gronad and telling the 
voters of the county t'-at this is 
"macadamizing" the public highways 
is hevritming to fail to make a hit 
with the more thoughtful pf the vot- 
ers and taxpayers. Hiring a negro 
contractor with little or no capital to 
make him responsible for a good job 
of road work does not appear to the 
average mind as good business. 
Working ineffldently oa mere sec- 
tions of road is no wagr to have per- 
manent, excellent highwajrs. Where- 
ever this .scheme is followed you find 
no roads worth the mentioning and 
the county's mmiey wasted 

Thirty thousand dollars a year for 
roads! What can a paltry sum like 
that do towards building turnpikes 
in a county like Christian? You bear 
this question asked. It will btdld ten 
miles of 1.") foot macadam '.like the 
pike from the State line near Edgo- 
tea to Clarkaviile, T sa n sawe, If yon 
will use it on one continuous stretch 
of road, completing so much of it 
each day. Let the county furnish 
the convict labor to crush the rock, 
and the eonaty maehinery to roll it 
down on the highway. Let the far- 
mers along the route haul the brok- 
en stone, they will gladly do it for 
nothing, and thea you will see what 
the thirty thooaaad dollars will do. 
••What do youknowabout it?" Some 
one asks I helped to build a road 
this very way myself. Not in my 
own state and county, I am sorry to 
admit, but in Moatgoaiery county. 
Tennessee, whidi at least in road 
building is more progressive and up- 
to^te than we are. Te gods! Let's 
separate the road badness from the 
political game. The average citizen 
scarcely cares a fig who holds an of- 
fice, but be does want a decent road 
to travd over. This is not aimed at 
persons or t)olitical parties, but at a 
system and practice that is a dis- 
grace to the county; that is so lack- 
ing ia businsBs methods, that put in- 
to praetieete a private enterprise 
would bring ruin aad bankruptcy 
more speedily than a crooked bunk 
Piaddaat or eaahier.

Council and the Board of Trustees of 
the Public Schools the School Board 
reported its inability to conduct the 
school on its preasat revenues aad 
retire the |M,000 of boada issued in> 
1910 and 1912 to build the high 
.school, and will ask that the scbeel 
bonds be refunded «ad aawimsd by 
the city itself. 

The Council provided f lO.OO^' in 
cash to purchase the lot and .{7(),0«(> 
from the sale of bonds and in addi- 
tion paid the first laatallment of in- 
interest $1,100 and donated |i;80Ot 
for the colored schools and $500 to 
the West Side school pavement in 
I8i;i. a total of $82,800. The eoon- 
ty paid $7,000 on compromise of joint 
interests and entered into a contract 
to pay $15,000 in tuitions in fivf 
years, which was exi)ect<ii ■ 
enough to finish the building. J^hti 
city borrowed $8,600 last year pead- 
injr the collection of the county con- 
tract money, but the Board" now find.s 
that the county's funds will be neetl- 
ed to operate the school and they 
see no way to pay the building bal- 
ance of $.H.7001including interest, 
drawn from their tuition funds, 
without shortening the current term. 

At the Council meeting tomorrow 
ni^ht the Council will be asked to 
givH' the schools ffiO.OOO outright, by 
voting the indebtedness on all city 
property instead of upon that 
subject to taxation for white 
schools only. It will be also askeci 
that a bond issue of ?14.000 for the 
erection of another colored schoof 
building be submitted to a vote. 
This will be a complete change froii' 
the present plan of maintaining tho 
schools .separately, . ne race no; vot- 
ing in any matters pertaining to the 
schools of the pother. The whiu 
schools are operatin^r under a special 
act passed in 1879 and are provided 
with building funds and oparating 
funds by a tax limited to 50 cents oar 
the property of white people only 
and a share of the taxes on framh s- 
es, together with the State per cap- 
ita. The Council has power to pas» 
an ordinance accepting the provia- 
ions for fourth e'ass cities, under the- 
present constitution, consolidating 
all schools white and colored, under 
one Board of Education, in which, 
event all votes, white and colored, 
male and female, would be entitled 
to vote for the same bond issue.

The burning of dry 
ijrniis, luavea and rubbiah aloni the 
margin of woods and fields Is the best 
method of deMroylng the pest at this 
season of tbe year. 

The pest, whisk hi distributed gen- 
wraily throughont the United States 
Mcepi in the extreme west, has caused 
particular damage to the aUple grains 
througboet tbe middle west The 
greatest losses from tbe Insect <re 
•uffered In Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Ken- 
tucky, North Carolina, lllssourl, Iowa, 
Wisconsin, Minnesota, Kansas, Nebras. 
ka, Oklahoma aad Tosaa. The fhet 
that this hvg sans IS sneh^wldespread 
depredations makes thki waming for 
lU destruction during the winter of 
very general importance. 

The chinch bug whoa tBll grown Is 
only about one-lltth ot eh laeh In 
length and may be loss. It may be de- 
acribed as black with nnnMTOus hairs, 
also black. The naderwlags are white. 
There are two Isnaa o( the tally de- 
veloped laaeot, oae with long wtatgs 
and the other with shorter wlnge. The 
short wing torn differs very much In 
iu habits firoa the long wing form, the 
flrst pBSStag the winter In the mesr 
ddVs, Whleh It asnally attaeks in pret- 
eronee te grain erape. Tk» other Und 
amy be obeerved flying about during 
tadtaa saanser la seareh of winter 
quarters. The short wtag InsecU are 
not able to fly and thotelore cannot 
make sneh extensive sdgratlons to 
and iron wintor quarters. Tbe chinch 
bug with the short wings Is found In 
abeadaaee only la the'east The more 
iaeieioes loag wtag vaslety ranges 
over most of the eoaatry ^tween the 
Soeklae and the Afpalaehlsws. 

Paaterlag snmsMmss aMs In the de- 
struction ot the oblnoh hug. This Is 
perUealarly eSeetlve to the northward 
In the middle west when the graaa to 
green end matted or occurs along 
hedge rows and rail fences bo that it 
eaaaet be burned. Loavlng the greead 
hero of vegetation permits the bugs to 
be exposed to the winter weather, and 
this kills tbem. It ia tometlmes pos- 
sible to clear outhedKe rows and along 
rail fences, piling tbe refuse to one 
side whore It can bo bumod later. 

Those msaenres sheeld be carried 
eut some time between now and 
spring (tbe earlier the better) before 
tbe chinch huge leave their winter 
quarters and take theiiiHelvea to the 
llelds. In the southern part of the mid- 
dle west the burning Is not very ef- 
fective If done aftor February 1 and 
is very effective If done lii November 
or December. AloriR with these pre- 
ventive nieasuren. iJI grusH growing on 
wufte laiiils (should bo burned and es- 
pe('ihll> <'hiini>K (>r bniotii xedgO la pee- 
tures iiinl tinulur lo<;Uitle8. 

ll is iiuitit advisable to gi t rid of the 
chinch bu^s before tiny enter the 
young wheat In the early B|)rlng. Once 
they have n ached 'he wl.i at they are 
not readily areessible. Most of the 
biiRB spend the wlnl' r In the thick 
buiuhett of clump-forniiii*? khikh In 
Vk-ajite places, pastures and meadows, 
along roadsides and railroad rights of 
way. Iniring late fall and early win- 
ter gr«iit numbers of living bugs can 
be found In com husks, piles of kaflr, 
corn. etc. In the sprInK, however, very 
few living biifis but many dead ones 
may be found In Huch h: ii,itlorie, TM» 
seems to show that the current belief 
that moat of the bugs puns tbe winter 
beneath such refuse has no founda- 
tion in fact. 

It is very ImportRnt .vlien grass is 
bnmed that it be dry ami yet burn 
alowly so that the ht>at will penetrate 
the densest portions nnd reucb the 
bugs. The bugs need i r,t come In di- 
rect contact with thefii I his burning 
In early fall and late s; r:iig is nut aa 
effective aa when done during tbe win- 
ter, for green and %Ft steins In the 
former seasons furnish protection to 
eortala of the bugs. Even the most 
oarofttl burning will not rsssll the 
bugs under this condition.

In some Judicial districts of the 
State, if not all, under the present 
jurisdiction of (iuartorly Courts, the 
Circuit Judges are overworked, 
scarcely ever being able to handle 
their dockets as they should be. 
While Judge Hanbery, for instance, 
dispatches business with more than 
ordinary expedition, he is one of tlie 
hardeat worked men on the bench in 
the State. We believe that he does 
not have the time he should have, 
often being forced to consider a per- 
pleziageaae during hours tliat should 
be given to reat aitd not to eaaanlt- 
inj? authorities on legal points. This 
is said in the face of the fact that 
his judgments have been upheld by 
the Canrt of Appeals, pcoUtbix. in 
a lanrer proportion of eaaea than any 
present Judjje in Kentucky. 

Circuit Judges are paid a fixed sal- 
ary. Judges of Quarterly Courts, 
receive salarieo from the eounty, but 
the emolumento of their offloesgo 
very far toward increasing their 
bank accounts, but a rush of busi- 
ness piled on to the shouMors of the 
Circuit Judges gives them more work 
without corresponding remunera- 
tion. 

A bill was introduced in the Lower 
House of the Kentucky Leg s iture 
last Monday, which, if it should lie- 
come a law, would not only lighten 
the work of the Circuit JuJki'S, but 
would also increase the emoluments 
of the Quarterly Court Judges. The 
bill providea for ioereaaing the ju- 
risdiction of Quarterly Courts to $500. 
Of course the judges of both classes 
will not be unfavorable to the enact- 
ment of tiie biU intoalaiir. forboth 
will be benefited by it. The assump- 
tion that lilijjanU themselves, for 
many reasons, one of which issecurinsr 
a more speedy trial, would general" 
ly be pleased to have the bill beeone 
a law. 

If eventually it shouKI be found 
that ti^ Quarterly JudKcs shou'd 
have mora than they could dip 
which is most improbable -the Jit 
risdietion of Justices of the Peace 
could be increased, and thus li^rhten 
the burden of the Judges of the 
(Quarterly Courts. And no doubt 
the Magistrates would be glad to | 
have their einnlunci nts incieused"' ( 

The bill mentioned, viewed fioin I 
any standpoint, would no doubt l>o a 
good thing for everybody, Circuit 
and Quarterly Judges, Justices of 
the Peace and all that have to settle 
mattors before a tribunal. The bill 
should beeoBM a law and wo can see 
no reason for any of tho law makers 
not voting for it whas It eomes up 
foraetioB. '

beyond us. Vpon many farms, the 
first step toward more economirni 
production must be In cheapening tie 
power uaed In operating the term Im- 
plementa. A tremendoua loss is pos- 
sible In the one Item of horse labor 
alone. The man handling hia horses 
at a high cost per hour of labor is 
handicapped In every enterprise on 
hia farm, in comparlaoa with the 
man operaUng at a low ooet Su- 
perior productivity ot the land, and 
superior methoda ot cropping, may 
overcome the handtoiw; but it la maeh 
eaaiar remedied at iU aouree la the 
eoet of maintalnlHg the horse.
